Lord Salisbury or in scholarly denuncia- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone. Ilo finds the 
luxuriant oaso of Japancso living, tho 
qticor habits of tho peoplo snd tholr 
simple amusements, too delightful to bo 
enjoyed only for a few weeks. Conse- 
quently, instead ot deserting the hospit- 
ablo shades of Toklo after a short so- 
journ, as ho had planned Ueforo ho had 
arrtvod within Its pleasant torritorlos, 
ho lias continued to abide tlioro tor sev- 
eral months, and It Is said that In mo- 
ments of lothoan onjoymont ho has been 
known lo forswear thinking of his 
friends In the English Isle and threat- 
ened to llugor In tho porfuma-ladon at- 
mosphere of the East forever. When 
wo eonaldor the effect of life In Japan 
upon such a roan as Sir Edwin, it is 
natural that wo abuuVd grlovo to hoar of 
ono of our own llteratours.

A Decision of Interest To Thoae 'Who 
Refuse To Lay Pavements. 
Tho Court of Appeals has made an 
important dicision ou a tost case taken 
up from this city relative to tho right 
of citiei to oaforo orders for 
pavements in front of private property. 
This decision is iu lino with the 
amendment act passed by tho last 
legislature giving Hopkinsvillefiirther 
power to enforce such orders, und 
persons who huve defied tho city 
heretofore now huve no other KOOttrM 
than to conform to the law. This is 
from tho Courier-Journal of Nov 
15: 

Appellate Jurisdiction— Sheet im- 
provements.— Starling, etc., vs. City 
of Hopkinsville. -Filed Xo\o nbor 12, 
1890. Appoal from Christian Court 
of Common Pleas. Opinion of the 
court by Presiding Judge Burlxmr, 

affirming. 

First— While this court has no 
Jurisdiction of an uppoal w hore the 
validity of a statute is involved, it is 
not every suggestion that u stututo is 
invalid that will deprive this court of 
jurisdiction. WLoa a qnostbn has 
boon repoatodly aud uniformly decid- 
ed it should no longer bo regarded as 
a question. « 

In view of the decisions of the 
Court of Appeal , the power of tho 
Legislature to coufor upon cities and 
towns through their Councilniou und 
Trustees the authority to have 
streets aud sidewalks improved at 
the oxpeuso of contiguous lot owuers 
is not an open question. 

Second— Tho power conferred upon 
a city to grudo and improve streets is 
a continuing ono aud carries with it 
the power to regrudo and re-pave 
after they have once boon graded and 
pared. 

Third Whore a lot ownor with full 
notice from the city of au inteuded 
atnet improvement stands by and 
without objection permits tho im- 
provement to lw made, he will not 
aftorwurds bo heard to eay that the 
improvement was unnecessary aud 
that tho Council iu ordering it to bo 
niado acted arbitrarily and illegally. 

Fourth Even if the city had the 
absolute fee simple titlo to tho im- 
proved streottjiat fact does uot relievo 
the lot owner from liability for tho 
cost of the improvement. But if tho 
titlo of the city had boeu a matonal 
fact it should have boon specifically 
set out iu order to overcome the logul 
presumption that the lot owners 
own to the middle of the street. The 
allegation that tho city is the absolute 
owner of the improved street, uud tho 
defendants have no reversionary or 
remoto interest therein, is a legal con 
elusion.

SPLINTERS FROM THE BOARD. 

Iu five of the nurds tho nomination 
is equivalent to uu election and iu one 
other the opposition is just formidable 
enough to mako the boys stir them- 
selves. The "Bloody Fifth" waH in- 
tended to be Republican but its poli- 
tics wore changed this mouth uud it 
gavo Ellis a majority. 

If any man is disposed to laugh at 
tho idea of Tibbs being olocted in the 
Fifth ward it would be well for hiin to 
restrain his mirth till after Dec. 13. 
Thore were in round numbers 3S0 
voters in this ward last June. Ol 
these many have gouo away aud fully 
100 of them failed to vote even at the 
August election. Large squads ol 
these men are workiug in other states 
and will uot como back to vote when 
only ouo councilman is at stake. Of 
tho others many of thorn owe back 
taxes and cannot vote. It would take 
several hundred dollars to clear up 
these taxes and make them qualified 
voters. This work was done last year 
on a large sculo, but it will not be 
done this year. Tho Republicans 
can't afford it and the Democrats 
don't have to this time Aside from 
these strong leasouj, many colored 
men have quit tho Republican party 
for good and will vote against any 
uiau they may put out. Tho Demo 
cratic vote in tho Fifth is made up ol 
hard fighters iu politics aud they are 
determined to have a man ou the 
oiincil who can have some influence 
aud benefit his ward uud this feeling 
will bo shared by tho thinkiug colored 
voters. 

Tho contest in tho Seventh was the 
most exciting of all. It was neck und 
neck all day and the interest spread 
to tho Republicans, about 8 or 10 of 
whom wont into the primary pi dg ug 
themselves to support tho uouuloo. 
Their votes being divided about 
equally did not charge tho result. It 
took tho official count to decide that 
Mr. Withers had won. 

Ifl the Third tho result was a sur- 
prise. Mr. Shaw was well in tho lead 
all day, but about 4 o'clock tho Po- 
treo forces made a rally aud guiued 
steadily till the polls closed at 7 
o'clock, whou thoy wore fouud to be 
tivo votes ahead. 

The secret ballot worked like a 
charm and everybody wus ploasod 
with it.

It was a plalr.-looklnjr llltlo one, with 
a thin faco and larjfo brown oyos, and 
tanjjliul curls of brown hair, that soon 
began to run urour.d In the minister's 
homo at Litchfield.

Once 
Qt twice, whon stio was oldor, 
she began to toll of what sbo naw, 
but was quickly shut up with: "Non- 
sense, child', thero hasn't been any 
body In the room. You shouldn't talk 
so." Thus repressed, she ceasod to 
speak of these apparitions, but none tho 
less did sho believe in them as dally 
friends, whose prcsonco had tho effect 
to inspire her with a fearloss confidence 
In all things supernatural. For the 
rext, she was a quiet, amiable little 
girl, but mot'O iuclinod to out-door 
sports with her brothers than U> thread 
and needles or ovon to dolls and sbo 
was often heedless and careless. This 
last trait drew down upon hor many a 
disciplinary sorrow, especially from 
Aunt Harriot, who, having a tender 
placo In her heart for ber small name- 
sake from the first, took a band In her 
education and training, often keeping 
hor for months at Nutplains.

— The Russian ilo vnrnment prohoses 
to Hubstltuto aoldlurs from the railway 
battalions for tho original engineers 
and firemen on tho strategical railways.

—In tho I*ondon general post-ofllco 
thore are 'J'JO electrical circuits fed by 
twenty-nine accumulators, which aro 
charged once a month by tho electric- 
light dynamos.

—Tho latest Parisian novelty Intro- 
duced Into the American market is tho 
"ballet baromoter."

The choeks of tbo Swiss 
girls are like Haldwin applot, as red 
and as round. The flower girls of 
Florence are prettier and saucier; but 
the Swiss are solid. Intelligent and free. 
Hut women work in tho Swiss fields as 
numerously as In other parts of Europe. 

—In IJermany the moat highly-prixed* 
flsh it tbo trout, wbioh, however, dt*»* 
pot seem to bavo that delicacy of flayer 
for which our brook trout Is ostcoinpd, 
The next best flsh (as the majority 
claim) is the salmou, and the price paid 
for it hero ranges from seTonty-flve 
cents to a dollar a pound. The sole, by 
far the most delicious meat in these 
parts, appears to bo plenty enough, and 
Loth English and Germans serve it bet- 
tor than tboy do any other flsh.— Chi- 
cago News.

When she was told that 
her blindness could bo curod, hor ono 
thought was thatsho could see him, and 
when the cure was complete and tho 
bandages were removed, Bhe ran tohlin. 
and trembling, pored ovor his feuluros, 
shutting her oyos now and then, and 
paaslng her lingers over his taco as If to 
mako Buro that It was he. 

Tho father had a uohle head and pres- 
ence, and bis every look and motion wero 
watched by hlsdaughtor with tho keen- 
est delight. Kor tho first time his con- 
stant tendorneasandcaro seemed real to 
bor. If ho carcssoJ her, or oren luuked 
upon hor kindly, It brought tho tears to 
her eyos. 

i 'To think." sho crlod, holding his 
hand closo in hers, "that I had this 
father ao many yoars and novor know 
him!"

How many young men Just enter- 
ing llfo havo mado no closo friendships 
at school or elsewhere, because some 
bodily dofect or poverty has soured 
their temper,, and mado them cynical 
and suspicious. It is their let, they think, 
to go alono through the world, to find 
women shallow an I men shami. I, tick 
is against them. They will light their 
own way, anil ask help of nono! 
. Women who know themselves to lie 
plain and unattractive often foci this 
morbid Jealousy and bitterness; tboy 
eaao thomsolves in a prldo and rosorvo 
that koop tholr lives more aolltary than 
any prison walla. 

The eyes of Iheso aouls aro abut. If 
thoy would open thorn, tboy would am 
that tho world Is full of truo and holp- 
ful friends waiting to work and bo 
happy with thorn. 

Thoy would soo umumborod chancos 
In tholr own llvos, howevor poor or aor- 
rowful they may be, for healthy and 
cheerful work, for hearty good-will and 
lovo and comradeship 

And undor and above and around 
tholr ungratoful, discontented llvos, 
thoy would lie conscious of an Almighty 
lovo and tenderness, holding thorn as 
tho sunshiuo holds tho floating mote ot 
dust.

Within a fortnight after this oppressive 
weather began It was noticed that tbo 
hair and beard of all tho party wore 
growing with astonishing rapidity, and, 
ttrangost of all. soma youthful Cos- 
sacks, whoso facos wero perfectly 
smooth, dovoloped respectable boards 
within tho abort period of twenty days. 

USES OP PASSPORTS, 

Kv.rr American Trnv.llnx In Fer.lgil 
l.m i. Hinul I ll.v. «>ii.. 

"Very few American born eltixens 
know the valuo ot a passporti evory 
naturalixed citizen la aware that tboao 
llttlo documents are of Incalculable 
valuo." remarked a man who makea out 
nearly ovory passport secured by Chloa- 
;o citizens. 

"Most people think that tho passport 
entitles the bearer to paaa frooly 
wherever be wishes to go. They re- 
gard tho paper much as a railroad man 
loos an annual pass. Hut I have 
known of parties who had oonsldorable 
trouble on Austrian territory. That 
government lakos advantage of u very 
peculiar state of aSalra to secure Amor- 
lean citlzons for lu army. Take, for 
Instanco, a young Austrian who ovados 
military service by fleeing to Amer- 
ica, where bo takos out hln 
naturalization papers. Ho wishes 
to return to his old homo to soo 
tho folks, so obtains a passport 
Tho naturalization certificate, a full de- 
scription of the applicant, and tho usual 
feo are sent to tho Department of Stale, 
and Mr. ex-Auslrtan takea tho oath of 
alloglanea Soon aftorward tho re- 
quired document, with Its array of aeals 
and tho algnature of the Secretary of 
Slato arrives, and tbo traveler starts 
out with full confidence In his paper. 
Now, hu might bavo given his name aa 
John Abenhrod; but, unknown to him, 
that is not his full namo aa recorded In 
tho archive* of Austria. Whon he waa 
christened the name John waa given, it 
is true, but a nutnbor of othors wero 
added, so that his name might be John 
Jean I'aul Wllholm Auguat Abcnbrod. 
Arriving within Austrian territory, he 
proaoiils bia passport to the prefoot 
"Oh, yos. you aro John Abenbrod In 
Amorlca," remarks tho officer, "but we 
have a namo on our books for military 
aervlooof John Joan,oto., Abenbrod. You 
are tho man wo want." And tho govern- 
ment has takon moh under those cir- 
cumstances. One of my applicants bad 
managed to save enough money to cross 
the ocean and seo his mothor. Ho 
never droamod Lut that his passport 
would secure him immunity. Thirty 
minutes after bis arrival, and while ho 
was occupying a ploasant placo by tho 
old flrosldo, a priest arrived, almost 
breathloss from running, and annnuuuod 
that the officials were on the visitor's 
track. The poor follow narrowly ea- 
caped by hastening out of tho country, 
by way of Italy, more like a criminal 
than an American travelor, as bo sup- 
postal hlmsolf to tie.

It may bo laid down In tho vory bo- 
ginning of our consideration of tho sub- 
ject that tho victim of falso hydropho- 
bia can only havo thoao symptoms of 
which he has knowledge. Unfortunate- 
ly tbo real disease has received so much 
notlco from nowsoapors and other pop- 
ular publications that a tolerably cor- 
rect knowledge ot Its pbonomena has 
been acquired by the laity. Hence we 
find that tho picture ordinarily pre- 
sented by the unconscious simulator la, 
at least to cursory observation, not un- 
like tho real affoctlon. There are. 
however, great differences which tbo 
educated physician will nut fall to de- 
tect, and which will enablo blm to do 
what has novor yot been done with real 
hydrophobia— euro the patlont 

Hydrophobia never originates. In the 
human subject at least, except by Inocu- 
lation from a rabid animal, and death 
always occurs In four or flvo days after 
the development of tho dlsesso. A case 
of no-called hydrophobia came undor 
my notice In which it waa stated that 
the patient had lieen bitten aoinp three 
months previously by a dog undoubted- 
ly hydrophobic. I inquired as to what 
had become of the dog, and waa in' 
formed that ho was still living, having 
recovered. It was not necessary to ex- 
amine any further into the particulars 
of this ease, for If tbe dog bad really 
been tbo subject or hydrophobia he 
would liayo been dead t/ory shortly aftpr 
biting my patient. 

Again, it oftop happens that ^ porson 
••ally affoi-ts-d by suggestion baa what 
he conoelvos to be tbo symptoms ot 
hydrophobia devolopod vory aoon after 
laving been bitten by a supposed rabid 
.ntmsl, whereas t'..o real disease rarely 
supervlnes until after a month has 
elapsed from the time of Inoculation. 
)t if true, there are . sses on record In 
ayiilcb tho period of Inoculation was less 
than that, but they »ru excoodlngly 
rare. In my own cases the time baa 
varied from twenty-flvfi days to tour 
mouth, and a half. C»soa in which th* 
ilaoase la said to bavo supervened many 
years after an alleged Inoculation ought 
to bo received with doubt Tbo tutor. 
vut probably never exooeds two years 
or Is less than ten daya.— W. II. II,,,, 
niond.
